Many have promised to 
increase their pledges if necessary, so 
flint it will be seen that the success of 
the campaign in dollars is better even 
than the figure above indicates. 

The Association is grateful for the 
assistance and good-will of the Town, 
and hopes and expects in due timo to 
offer to the people of the community 
the most modern, complete, and well 
directed community center on the Main 
Line or in this part f the State.

To the Editor of Our Town: 

The Memorial Committee seems to 
have hit on a plan which looks quite 
feasible and can without doubt be ex- 
ecuted as a memorial and an invest- 
ment which should appeal to every resi- 
dent of our borough. 

In the issue of Our Town two weeks 
ago the outline given of building a 
room as part of our present fire com- 
pany building would provide a room as 
a permanent home for the American 
Legion. What better form of memorial 
could any community give than a last- 
ing and useful one such as thisf 

The plan, the writer believes, in- 
cludes placing a bronze tablet on the 
face of the building, showing the names 
of the men who went into the service 
from Narberth and marking those who 
did not return. This in itself would 
make a fine memorial. 

However, there are facts and features 
to be considered and the paramount one 
is to provide permanent maintenance 
for the building, which will last as 
long as the Legion exists. It seems that 
to provide this feature the committee 
has to consider our Borough Council as 
the only logical and lasting body that 
would maintain the memorial. It hap- 
pens that our present fire company 
building is not clear of encumbrance, 
the actual value as a property being 
about $15,000.00, a bond issue being 
against it of about $4,000.00. We 
could not, in all fairness to the tax- 
payers, ask the Councils to take over 
this building with, a debt which would 
have to bo paid by the taxpayers. The 
logical solution would be to collect a 
sufficient fund for the memorial to clear 
the indebtedness. With the building 
free of encumbrance, it is believed that, 
Councils will willingly tube over the 
project as a Memorial Town Hall. 

While building the memorial room, 
the first floor could be made into a 
larger Council Chamber, which is neces- 
sary for the future, and the room could 
also be used for other meetings of a 
civic nature, such as building and loan 
association and other organizations, as 
this would give us the old Council 
Chamber for tin 1 use of smaller gather- 
ings. 

According to the writer's understand- 
ing, the plan includes a new front for 
the present building to match the archi- 
tecture of the Y. M. ('.. A. on the ad- 
joining plot and covers the mainten- 
ance of the entire building, including 
Elm Hall, as a civic centre. Minor im- 
provements to the advantage of the 
fire company might also be included as 
part of the plan. The Narberth Fire 
Company is an organization which the 
writer does not believe is appreciated 
as it should be by residents of our town, 
when we consider that this is the onlv 
means of fire protection for Narberth 
and the surrounding country and that 
the men who do the work are strictly 
vtdiitileers and offer their services and 
risk their lives for the protection of 
our buildings and furnishings. There 
are about 150 men in Narberth who 
have been paying the expenses of the 
Fire Company and its building through 
'heir membership fee of a few dollars 
a year, and only lately Borough Coun- 
cils has been paying for the mainten- 
ance of the fire fighting apparatus. 

The Fire Department is for the bene- 
fit of all, and what better way of sup- 
porting it and its buildings can be 
found than making it a part of the 
borough, to be maintained by the tax- 
payers. 

The main plan, according to the com-

AN ORDINANCE. 



An Ordinance Providing for the Est«tD- 
lishment of Rules and Regulations for 
the Construction of Sidewalks, Curbs 
and Gutters, Fixing the Width 
Thereof and Designating tlie Mate- 
rials of Which the Same Shall Be 
Constructed. 

The Council of the Borough of Nar- 
berth does ordain: 

Sec. 1. That from and after tho 
passage of this ordinance all sidewalks, 
curbs and gutters laid and constructed 
in the Borough of Narberth shall be of 
the width and composed of the mate- 
rials as may have been designated by 
the Council. Borough Council shall 
adopt rules and regulations setting 
forth the width and dimensions of side- 
walks, curbs and gutters, the materials, 
of which the same may be composed 
and the manner in which the same shall 
be constructed. A copy of such rules 
and regulations shall always be kept 
on file with the Street Commissioner 
and shall be open to the inspection ot 
any and all persons who may desire to 
lay or construct sidewalks, curbs and 
gutters in the Borough. 

Sec. 2. Any person or persons who 
shall lay or construct any sidewalk, 
curb or gutter within the limits of the 
Borough of Narberth in violation of the 
rules and regulations prescribed from 
time to time by Borough Council shall 
be subject to a line of Twenty-live IJoi- 
iars, to be collected as provided by law. 
See. 3. All ordinances or parts of 
ordinances inconsistent herewith be and 
the sumo hereby are repealed.

and in Narberth Avenue from Wayne

into contracts for tho construction of 
the following sewers, namely: In Con- 
way Avenue from Price Avenue to a 
point 200 feet, more or less, south of 
Holland Avenue; in Forrest. Avenue 
from Woodbine Avenue to a point 200 
feet, more or less, southward; in Wood- 
bine Avenue from Essex Avenue to a 
point 150 feet, more or less, west of 
Narberth Avenue; in Sabine Avenue 
from Montgomery Avenue to a point 
.').'!•! feet, more or less, westward, and 
in Narberth Avenue from Wayne Ave- 
nue to Montgomery Avenue. 

See. 2. That the Committee on High- 
ways of Borough Council shall adver- 
tise, according to law, announcing that 
bids will be received for tho sewers 
above designated, and the contract or 
contracts therefor shall be awarded to 
the lowest responsible bidder or bid- 
ders. 

Sec. 3. The cost of said sewers shall 
be assessed as a sewerage tax upon 
the property adjoining or adjacent to 
the said sewers, in such manner as to 
the Burgess and Borough Council may 
.if deemed equitable. 

Sec. 4. All ordinances and parts of 
ordinances inconsistent herewith be and 
the same arc hereby repealed.

AN ORDINANCE. 



Providing for the Opening of Streets. 

Section 1. The Council of the Bor- 
ough of Narberth does ordain: 

That on and after the passage of 
this ordinance it shall be unlawful for 
any person to open any of the streets 
for any purpose whatsoever, without 
first obtaining from the Secretary of 
Council a permit granting permission 
for said work, which permit is to be 
approved by the Street Commissioner 
before said work is commenced. 

Section 2. That before any permit is 
issued allowing the opening of the 
street, for milking sewer, water con- 
nections, etc., on streets that have been 
paved or macadamized or surfaced by 
any other paving materials, there must 
be paid to the Secretary of Council the 
sum of fifteen (15) dollars for trans- 
verse openings, and for longitudinal 
openings a unit price the amount to be 
determined by the proper Borough of- 
ficials, and the sums paid to be applied 
to the expense of replacing the street 
in its original condition, which work 
is to be done by the Borough authori- 
ties. 

On streets that have not been paved 
or improved, before any permit is is- 
sued, there must be paid the Secretary 
of Council the sum of five (5) dollars, 
which is to be returned when the street

is properly filled :ind the work approv- 
ed by the Street Conntiissioni-r. 

Section 3. That for eacli permit is- 
sued for the opening of streets there 
must be paid the Seerotary of Council 
the sum of fifty (50) cents for issuing 
tho permit, twenty-five (25) cents of 
which the Secretary of Council retains 
for issuing the permit and twenty-five 
(25) cents to the Borough Treasurer for 
the use of the Borough. 

Section 1. If the person to whom 
the permit is issued does not properly 
fill an unimproved street within five 
(5) days from the time the work is 
finished, the Street Commissioner shall 
notify him or them to do so, and if 
within three (3) days after such noti- 
fication the street is still not properly 
filled, then the Street Commissioner 
shall have the work done and the per- 
son or persons to whom tho permit has 
been issued shall forfeit the five (5) 
dollars paid, which sum shall be paid to 
the Borough Treasurer for the use of 
the Borough. 

Section 5. Any violation of any part 
of this Ordinance shall be considered a 
misdemeanor and the offender fined the 
sum of twenty-five (25) dollars, which 
is to be paid to the Borough Treas- 
urer for the use of the Borough. 

Section 0. All ordinances or parts 
of ordinances inconsistent with the pro- 
visions of this ordinance are hereby re- 
pealed.
